OOUUHEK'S SOPHISTRY EXPOSED 


How the Taxpayers of Fresno Are 


Kobued Before the Law Goes 


Into Effect. 


There are 103 prisoners in the county 


jail, tho most of, whom are drunkards 
and those friendless unfortunates known 
as vagrants. Their board coats the city 
and county somewhere in the neighbor- 
hood of 17 cents per day. 


Seventeen dollars a day is a pretty ex- 


pensive luxury for taking care of people 
who ride on brakebeams or sleep in box 
:ars and the Southern Pacific company 
for which this service is performed at 
the expensa of the taxpayers, does not 
even pay itd taxes to the state. 


If the board of supervisors can recover 


from the glamour of the county govern- 
ment act and pause for a while in then 
work of carrying that law into effect, BO 
far as deputies for tlm sherifTs and other 
offices i re concerned, they might talk a 
little plain English to tho constables on 
the matter of vagrants as they did once 
before.

More than that, 
the jobbers were not content to wait 
until the act wont into effect, but induced 
the board of supervisors to appoint the 
deput'es, payable oat of the county treas- 
ury, and impose the additional burdens 
called for under the provisions of tho act 
relating to Fresno county. 


Fresno ts now in the eighth class, and

\Vhunever in the old days twelve 


fifteen years ago, when Fresno was a way 
station abandoned to gamblers, sheep- 
herders and tho devil, a few skinny 
horses whose pints bagged at the knees 
were auctioned off to the itinerant bo- 
logna eaueage or tomalo man, Rocky the 
Bellringer was there. 


Ho walked up and down* from saloon 


to saloon, from the postoffico to tho 
blacksmith shop and thence to the court- 
house, clanging an old cowbell and fling 
ing in his rasping baritone tbe news that 
horseflesh was on tbe market. 


The bell had other uses also in Rocky's 


hands. If a cbild was lost, strayed or 
gypseyed the bell never failed to clang, 
and Rocky, with more pathos iu hit 
voice than most people would give bin: 
credit for, called aloud, "There's a 
child lost; blue eyes and golden hair; u 
gal and 'A years old." 


ROcky was taken to tbe jail last Sun- 


day suffering from delirium tremena.:Hc 
was placed in a cell and allowed to bide 
his time. No liquor was given him, and 
!iia constitution, already too much en- 
feebled by strong drink, could no longer 
withstand the shock ol the deprivation 
of stimulants, and poor Rocky's soul 
went out through the prison bars with- 
out asking consent of tbe sheriff. 


Rocky waa not a bad man. He never 


robbad. or cheated anybody and lied onlv 
when he was dying for a drink. He
